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Reversed Nationality Ceremon 


Reversed Nationality Ceremony 

Honorary Consul Mr Arnold Stroobach is the Patron of Dutch Society “Neerlandia”. The Dutch Consulate 
in Perth and the Dutch Club frequently work closely together. One example of such an occasion is the 
“Reversed Nationality Ceremony”, whereby people born with the Australian nationality but who are 
eligible to receive Dutch citizenship, become Dutch citizens. 

On 18 February about 35 people gathered together in the Pieter Leeflang Lounge in the Dutch Club to 
witness 12 applicants swear or pledge allegiance to the Dutch Constitution, of which Article 1 contains the 
principles of Dutch society. 

Arnold Stroobach welcomed everyone and introduced Mrs Annemieke Ruigrok, Dutch Ambassador to 
Australia, to those present. One by one the future Dutch were called up to make an oath or a pledge in the 
' Dutch Language. 



Among the future Dutch and their 
guests, were the familiar faces of Anne 
Rietveld and her family. During the 
previous ceremony Anne herself 
received the Dutch nationality, but on 
18 February it was the turn of her son 
and two daughters. Anne promised to 
be back next time as she has one more 
child left to obtain those highly sought 
after Dutch papers. 

After the ceremony, while everyone 
enjoyed freshly brewed coffee and a 
piece of appeltaart met slagroom, I 
came to talk to the various people 
Lt°R: Anthony, Jacqueline, Anne and Sue-Anne. present. When asked, they all admitted 

to have been nervous about the words they had to say in the Dutch language. The biggest struggle appeared 
to be the word “staatsburgerschap”. Admittedly, reading the two options, one has to agree that some of the 
words must look rather daunting to non-Dutch speakers. 

You may be interested to have a closer look at Article 1 of the Dutch Constitution as this Article represents 
what “Nederland” and “Nederlanders” are all about. 

Article 1 of the Dutch Constitution states the basis to combat discrimination; it formulates the principle of 
equality and the prohibition of discrimination. 

The new Dutch, during the reversed nationality ceremony promise to respect the liberties and the rights 
and to adhere to obligations that being a Dutch Citizen entails. 


The words to make this oath or promise are as follows: 

The Oath: 

Ik zweer dat ik de grondwettelijke orde van het Koninkrijk der Nederlanden, haar vrijheden en rechten 
respecteer en zweer de plichten die het staatsburgerschap met zich meebrengt getrouw te vervullen. 

Zo waarlijk helpe mij God almachtig. 

I swear that I will respect the constitutional order of the Kingdom of the Netherlands, its freedoms and 
rights, and I swear that I will faithfully fulfill my duties as a Dutch citizen. 

So help me God. 


The Declaration:

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The old Hanseatic town of Kampen 


KAMPEN — (aan de IJssel) 



Kampen is a municipality, a city and an old Hanseatic town at the lower 
reaches of the river IJssel in the Dutch province of Overijssel. 

The municipality of Kampen has 50,073 inhabitants (January 1, 2010) in an 
area of approximately 162 km 2 . 

Kampen is located in the North West of Overijssel and is the largest city in 
this region. The city of Kampen itself counts 34,063 inhabitants. 


HISTORY— MIDDLE AGES 

By 1150, there were already wooden buildings on the site where Kampen is currently located. The name Kampen, 
however, is not mentioned until 1277. The city has had city rights since 1236. As a result of its convenient location 
on the busy trade route between the Zuiderzee and the Rhine, Kampen quickly developed from simple settlements 
into a prosperous trading town, to become one of the most powerful and leading cities of north-western Europe. In 
the 14th century, Kampen exchanged with the Bishop of Utrecht Jan van Arkel, the Mastenbroek polder against the 
right to increase the IJssel delta. 

The silting up of the IJssel river mouth brought a gradual end to the prosperity of Kampen from 1430 on. For a long 
time Kampen did not want to sign a union and make economic and political concessions to other cities, as was usual 
in the Hanseatic League. When the County of Holland went to war with the Hanseatic League this situation came to 
an end: the city was forced to choose a side in the war. Kampen was originally more orientated toward the Baltic 
trade and commerce with the hinterland of the Rhine and therefore in 1441 formally joined the Hanseatic League. 
The city had much influence in the League; despite loud protests from the other towns in lower reaches of the IJssel 
and from other Hanseatic cities, the League agreed in 1448 to build a bridge over the river. This project was 
accomplished in just five months. With this bridge, Kampen hoped to be able to develop closer relationships with the 
hinterland. 


POST-MEDIEVAL 

On 11 August 1572, Kampen was conquered from the Spaniards by Willem van den Bergh, a 
brother of William of Orange. After the massacre of Zutphen on 15 November, the city voluntarily 
surrendered to the Spanish. In 1578, the city changed ownership again after the Siege of Kampen, 
led by George van Lalaing. Due to its right to increase the IJsseldelta, Kampen was owner of the 
growing Kampereiland. From 1500 the islands were leased. The rents were so large that the city did 
not need to raise taxes. 

The Franco-Dutch War, fought by the Republic of the United Netherlands against the Kingdom of 
France, Sweden, the Bishopric of Munster, the Archbishopric of Cologne and the Kingdom of 
England, marked a definitive end to the enormous power of the city. 

Kampen only became well known again in the 19th century. The city was difficult to reach from the sea, because the 
surrounding wetlands had silted up and were shallow. During the preceding centuries, the watercourse of the river 
IJssel was dredged several times, but the costs were relatively high and within a few years, the river silted up again. 
As the IJssel had several delta-like mouths here, the main route of the river shifted several times. 

In the 19th century, a new strategy was put in place to counter this problem: some watercourses were dammed to 
allow for more water at a higher speed through one or two main routes. This had the advantage that less sand and silt 
were deposited and resulted in a river course that "swept itself clean". A key figure in this story is city 
architect Nicolaas Plomp, who, besides his work for the current IJssel front of the city of Kampen, was also involved 
in hydraulic engineering. Due to the emerging industry in the 19th century and the importance of roads and railways 
for the economy, highways and paved roads were constructed to replace transportation over sand and mud roads.

The old Hanseatic town of Kampen 


THE OLD TOWN HALL 

The original Old Town Hall dates from around 1350. Here, from the 
Middle Ages until the French occupation, justice was spoken by 
magistrates and councils. The building was built in the Lower Rhine 
Gothic-style so characteristic of the German Hanseatic towns: a 
rectangular shape, simple decorations and windows in arch niches. 

The building stood free with an entrance on the south side. This 
entrance is now closed by the construction of the New Town Hall next 
to it. On the south side was also the landing from which the city 
government announced decisions and where criminals were presented 
to the people. 

During the night of February 4 -5, 1543, the Old Town Hall burned 
out. Only the outer walls, vaults and a portion of the floor remained 
intact, but badly battered. Very soon the rebuilding began and one year 
later the exterior was finished. From that moment on the Old Town 
Hall has two different architectural styles: the aspiring lines of the late 
Gothic mingle with the horizontal lines that are typical of the 
Renaissance. 


The Old Town Hall 



Kampen has one of the best preserved old town centres of the Netherlands, including remains of the ancient city wall 
(of which three gates are still standing) and numerous churches. The structure of the walled fortress city is still 
visible in the streets. Also notable are the three bridges over the IJssel which connect Kampen with IJsselmuiden, 
and a windmill ( d' Olde Zwarver). 



KO ORNMARKTPO ORT 


Another gate (picture left ) is the Koornmarktpoort ('grain market gate'), which dates 
from ca. 1380. It constitutes of a rectangular gate building and two big round towers 
facing the river. In the 19th century the gate was painted white, as can be seen on many 
older pictures including postcards. A few years ago the paint was removed. 


DE KAMPER KOGGE 

The Kamper Kogge (picture right), is a ship which was build according 
to historical information during the time Kampen had trade partners in 
Germany, Denmark and many more cities in Europe. 

These type of ships were used for transportation of goods. 

The ship was built on the Koggewerf with original techniques. 

On www.kamper-kogge.nl you can see more information about this ship. 
In 2004 a plan was made to travel with the Kogge the original route to 
the east sea. This route is called the 'Ommelander Vaart'. 



ECONOMY 

Kampen was a leading commercial centre until it was supplanted by Amsterdam in the 16th century. 

Its economy revived with the development of industry in the 19th century and the opening of the nearby agricultural 
polders (land reclaimed from the Ijsselmeer) in 1942 and 1957. Kampen is now a service centre. Its industries 
include food processing, printing and publications and cement manufacture.

Profile of a Past President - Harry Crijns 


President Harry Crijns from 2001 to 2005 

I was born in the city 
of Maastricht in 
Limburg in The 
Netherlands and at the 
age of 10 years, in 
1952 I migrated to 
Australia with my 
parents & younger 
sister. We came over 
on the ship the 
‘Fairsea’ and arrived 
intact in Melbourne, 
Victoria. From there 
we travelled by train to 
the ‘Bonegilla Migrant 
Camp in Albury, Wodonga. After approximately 6 months, 
with employment difficult to find, my father got the 
opportunity to travel to the West and so we left Victoria for 
Western Australia on the ship the ‘Johan van 
Oldenbarneveldt’. On arriving in Fremantle we travelled to 
the Northam Holden Migrant Camp where we stayed for 
approximately 3 months. My father then obtained 
employment on the WAGR railways as a fettler and we 
moved to the ‘tiny’ wheatbelt town of Muntadgin. 
Muntadgin is 56km southeast of the ‘bigger’ town of 
Merredin and is 293 km east of the City of Perth. In 
Muntadgin we found a post office, store and pub plus 7 
tents for the migrants - the women were very upset of 
course but the kids found fun everywhere! My father did 
take over the running of the pub much to my mother’s relief 

- better than the tents. In time we moved to Albany -1 
joined the Police force, and eventually moved to Perth. I 
met up with Henny, also a ‘Nederlander’, in 1984, we 
married in 1986 and between us did our best to bring up 5 
children as one son had already joined the Australian Army, 
3 children were mine from a previous marriage and 3 were 
Henny’s. When the children grew up and left home both 
my wife and I began to look for other outlets for our 
energies, we started to look into the ‘Dutch Community’. 
We would frequent John Otis’ Dutch Butcher shop and 
became acquainted with John and some of his staff. One 
day whilst shopping for our Rookvlees, Leidse Kaas etc we 
noticed a ‘poster’ advertising ‘Oranje Bal’ at the Dutch 
Club Neerlandia and decided we would go there. That was 
the beginning of a long history with Neerlandia, Carnavals 
Club ‘The Sandgropers’ Inc. and the Dutch Community in 
WA. 

The very first job with Neerlandia was working together 
with my wife behind the bar (both of us had bar experience) 

- that was on the night that Karel Nissen became Prins 
Carnaval for the CC The Sandgropers. A very busy night - 
full house; in the days that the mezzanine floor at the club 
was also used to seat guests. We soon became members of 
Neerlandia and in no time at all I was a part of the 
committee at Neerlandia doing whatever was necessary. 
When Adrie vander Worm resigned, I became Secretary in 
1990 and served as such until 1992. Yet again, later I 
became Secretary of the Society for one year from 1998 to 
1999. Then, when Pieter Meinema relinquished the 
Presidency, part way through his term of office - as Vice 


President I became Acting President and then at the 
following AGM was elected President. I was President from 
2001 to 2005 a position I enjoyed for the most part of those 
years. I enjoyed a wonderful report with many of the 
members and had on the whole a great committee. My first 
decision as President was to spend some money to start 
upgrading the club, something that was well overdue. 

During my term of office and along with my committee we 
achieved a lot, including the painting of the walls, new 
curtains in the hall, building the patio on the side which is 
now being used as the ‘Children’s Paradise’. We were also 
successful in obtaining 5 computers from Lotterywest, 
together with a Data Projector, Digital camera, printers and 
an upgrade of the Photo Copier. The upstairs area, the 
mezzanine floor - the railing of which with its cut out tulips I 
created as not only a decorative railing but as a safety 
feature for the children - was upgraded to become an office 
and a boardroom. We also placed a shed near DACWA for 
storing the ‘now’ old orange chairs, the library received new 
shelving and a TV mounted on the wall. The two back 
rooms either side of the stage received shelving for the long 
awaited storage space. The kitchen too got a much needed 
facelift with refreshed tiling and shelving. A new kitchen 
storage area was created by closing part of the back veranda. 
New shelving was also created and placed into the shop. 

The main bar was also given a facelift with a stainless steel 
fixture for hanging glasses and a canopy for the front of the 
bar. I also created the decorative faqade to the front bar. I 
also organized and arranged for the 1 st alarm system for the 
building - gratis. The next move was to look at obtaining 
Dutch liquor that was no longer available locally. So in 
consultation with Dutch Exporters and South East Asia 
Distributors we arranged the importation of our favourite 
Dutch drinks - namely Oude Jenever, Jonge Jenever, 

Citroen Brandewijn and the then popular Advocaat - and 
this is still being done today. To control all the extra alcohol 
and for future efficiency we introduced a database for stock 
control. We also helped DACWA improve their office, 
storage and shelving needs. We introduced the Friday 
maintenance day where members of the committee would 
come in and work at what needed doing, whether painting, 
mending, cleaning, everything - and our Vice President at 
the time Bert Creemers (deceased) would use his skills as 
chef to cook up a great lunch from mostly left overs for all 
the workers, always well received. Of course there were 
other improvements like new crockery, cutlery, new 
stainless steel pots for the kitchen and much more. 

In my time as President and along with the loyal members of 
the committee we achieved a great deal; this helped increase 
the clubs membership and its lifespan. 

Times change, committees change, everybody gets older and 
less fit but I congratulate the current committee of 
Neerlandia with its youthful leadership in its strong 
endeavours to bring the club into the future. It is great to see 
so many younger faces at the club and the introduction and 
the success of the ‘Children’s Paradise’, created from the 
now old ‘smokers’ patio was well overdue - a great 
initiative to include the children -something that had been 
neglected for a long time. I wish the current President and 
the club a long and successful future.

Flowers from Holland 


Flowers from Holland. 

It happened in the autumn of 1562, when a ship sailed into 
the harbour of Antwerp with a cargo of expensive cloth 
from Istanbul. A Flemish merchant, who had ordered these 
exotic fabrics also received a package of bulbs, most likely 
by way of a thank you for this order and looking at them, 
was thinking they must be a different variety of onion 
presented to him as a gift and so he had most of them 
roasted and ate them for his supper. The rest he planted in 
his garden in the vegetable patch next to his cabbages. 

To his surprise the following spring, a few strange flowers 
poked their heads above the soil with delicate petals in red 
and yellow in great contrast to the 
other kitchen vegetables. His curiosity 
aroused, he invited one of his friends 
Joris Rye, a business man from nearby 
Mechelen, who he knew had a great 
interest in horticulture, to look at these 
strange flowers. With the merchant's permission, he took 
some surviving bulbs to his own garden to cultivate while in 
the meantime he contacted others with knowledge of 
unusual plants. One of these was Carolus Clusius in the year 
1563, an exceptional clever botanist, who had spent many 
years abroad looking for rare and exotic plants. 

Carolus Clusius' real name was Charles de L'Escluse of 
minor nobility and born in the French city of Arras. Latin 
names at the time were all the rage amongst scientists. 
However Clusius was in Spain at this time, but when in 
1658 he settled in Mechelen for a while, he was quick to 
recognize the importance of these brilliant new flowers 
stating- 'they bring pleasure to our eyes by their charming 
variety'. Clusius was not slow to cultivate these bulbs and 
send specimens to his correspondents all over Europe. 

It was in January 1592 that a sealed envelope arrived at 
Clusius' lodging with a letter offering him a post in the 
medical faculty of the University of Leiden. The man who 
had actually proposed Clusius for a professorship was Johan 
van Hoghelande, a friend with whom he had exchanged 
flower bulbs for years. And so this person who had done 
more than anyone to popularize the tulip, settled in the 
Netherlands Republic, from where the flower in future years 
would be identified with Holland and known all over the 
world. Leiden at that time had developed into an important 
industrial city and one of the two biggest fabric-towns in 
Europe with its own imposing 'Lakenhal', And it was well- 
known for its resistance against their Spanish overlords 
during the second siege from 30th October 1573 until their 
relief by the 'Watergeuzen" on 3 October 1574. During that 
siege 6000 people had died from wounds or hunger out of a 
total 18.000 inhabitants. It was in 1575 after Leiden's 
courageous resistance that the establishment of a university 
was granted, at that time the only university in the rebel 
Republic of the Seven Provinces. At the University, Clusius' 
main task was to establish a 'Hortus Academicus' in the 
same way as the one in Pisa, established in 1543, which was 
the first botanical garden in Europe. Similar gardens had 
been set up later in other places, mainly in present day Italy, 
like in Florence and Padua, also one in Leipzig and now one 
in Leiden, in the rebel Republic, the only one in the whole 
of Western Europe. This garden project was well funded 


and contained some 350 individual beds growing a variety 
of herbs, even de newly discovered potato which was 
introduced from the America's and last not least those 
tulips. However during the severe winter of 1593-94 
Leiden's mice had eaten about 150 of his precious bulbs 
he had in his extensive collection. He worked in the 
garden until his death in 1609 and in time he discovered 
that a certain type of fungi caused the different coloured 
tulips to get these magnificent variegated petals and 
subsequently wrote a dissertation about his findings in 
1601. However Clusius was not the first person to grow 
tulips in the Netherlands as that honour seems to belong to 
an apothecary from Amsterdam, named Walich Ziwertsz, 
who cultivated them already before 1573. But returning to 
our story, it was Clusius who described and catalogued the 
Tulip and made a study of their propagation, publishing 
his treatises in 1583 and finally in his masterpiece called 
'Rariorum Plantarum Historic' in 1601. 

Again it was Clusius who observed how relatively easy it 
was to propagate new variants of these tulips, each 
distinguishable by its unique colour or shape and 
arrangements of its petals and leaves. In Clusius' day, the 
gardens in the Sultan's Topkapy Palaces showed already a 
substantial display of a great diversity of these glorious 
flowers. He was able to catalogue around thirty-four 
separate groups which he classified to their colour and 
shape. He also separated the tulips between the early-, mid 
- and late-flowering ones, of which the first group flower 
in March and the last in May. At present, as many as 120 
different species of tulip have been registered together 
with countless individual varieties as well. Over all, most 
of the Dutch tulips have been produced by crossing 
flowers that had come to the United Provinces from Crete 
to Kurdistan; being the source of the tremendous variety 
they have on offer, thereby creating a worldwide market 
which has put Holland on the map as the land of the tulips. 
Tulips can be grown from seeds as well as bulbs. Growing 
tulips from seeds is found to be a chancy business, 
because even when taking the seeds from one flower only, 
it can result in a variety of different colours and petal 
shapes. Also it takes from six to seven years to produce a 
flowering tulip from seed. Once a tulip grown from seed 
has matured and flowered, it will reproduce itself by 
multiplying its bulb in the soil, known as 'offsets'. These 
offsets can be separated from the mother bulb and each of 
them will produce an identical flower in another year or 
two. In turn, they will also multiply their bulbs, also 
keeping a consistent petal colour and shape as well 
producing a constant supply of new bulbs which in their 
turn will multiply. 

Add to this the effect that a special type of fungi has, to 
create an endless variegated colour pattern, then we will 
be able to appreciate the fabulous beauty of these tulips in 

their abundant colour range. 

It should be noted however 
that each mother bulb will 
produce two or three offsets a 
year and can do so for about 
two years, after which it dies 
from exhaustion. 
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Flowers from Holland 


It is easy to understand, now we know in which way our 
tulips are cultivated, how long it takes before a special 
attractive variety can be propagated in sufficient numbers 
to become marketable in sufficient volume to create a 
realistic profit for the grower's efforts and expenses. That 
was not so in the Golden Age of the Republic, where 
propagation was poorly understood and rather haphazard 
and any rare and coveted variety would be by necessity, in 
short supply and therefore quite expensive. By the year 
1630 the most popular types were the Rosen, the Violetten 
and the Bizarden. The most numerous were the Rosen, 
their colouring red or pink on a white background. The 
Violetten were having purple or lilac petals and were 
favoured secondly. At last came the Bizarden which were 
the least favoured at the time with colourings of red, 
purple or brown on yellow. The colours of these tulips 
outshined those of any other flowering plant, in those 
early years as well as these days, with the exception of 
those flowers straight from paradise, the orchids. 

From the early days of the Dutch tulip craze, the most 
favoured types were the variegated ones with their riotous 
coloured petals and classified as 'superfine', entirely white 
or yellow and displaying their flames of violet, red or 
brown only in thin stripes that ran along the center and the 
edges of the petals. The secret of these favoured varieties 
was that they had been attacked by a type of fungus, 
already discovered by Clusius well before the year 1600. 
These were the kind of tulip that changed hands for 
hundreds or even thousands of guilders during the height 
of 'tulipomania' in Holland. These gorgeous tulips were 
also becoming very popular with the French aristocracy at 
the royal courts in Paris, where the ladies adorned their 
plunging necklines of their low-cut dresses with the most 
beautiful varieties of tulips available, often at a cost of 
over a thousand guilders for each item. 

The initial impetus for 
the Dutch enthusiasm 
for tulips was brought 
along by the flood of 
refugees and 
immigrants, arriving 
from the Southern 
Netherlands and 
France from 1581 
onwards and with the 
Jewish refugees in 
1621, fleeing from 
persecution in Spain 
and Portugal. In some 
instances the influx of immigrants increased the size of 
towns like Leiden from 12.000 citizens to 45.000. 
Amsterdam, with a population of 25.000 in 1567, grew to 
50.000 inhabitants in 1610, followed by 100.000 in 1620 
and again doubling up to 200.000 in 1660.The foundation 
of the diamond trade in Amsterdam was directly 
attributable to immigrants from Antwerp. 

Many of these refugees were gifted people, full of 
enterprise and hard working, bringing capital with them 
which in all added to the Republic's prosperity. 

The most suitable area for growth of these tulips were the 


so called 'Geest Gronden', a stretch of sandy soils, mixed 
with clay, which runs along the coast of Holland all the way 
from Noordwijk and Leiden to Haarlem and then on to 
Alkmaar. 

The increasing prosperity in the Republic was the impetus of 
the flower trade and especially the tulip trade. Thereby 
encouraging ever more nursery-men or so-called 'florists' to 
cultivate these tulips and have a share of the profits, 
generated by selling the flowers as well as the bulbs. And as 
always, amongst many honest tulip-growers, there were 
these fraudsters, who offered inferior cheap bulbs instead of 
the real highly prized varieties at inflated prices to well- 
heeled eager buyers, well knowing they would have skipped 
the country before the flowers bloomed. It was quite 
impossible for even an expert like Clusius to tell what sort 
of tulip would grow from any brown bulb and so this 
problem was destined to cause all sorts of disputes before 
the bulb craze reached its height in 1636, when one bulb was 
sold for 5200 guilders. To fully understand this, I will give 
you some idea of income at that time, like 250 guilders as a 
yearly income for an experienced carpenter, Rembrandt's fee 
of 1600 guilders for the 'Nachtwacht', 3000 guilders as a 
typical income of a prosperous merchant in Amsterdam, 13 
guilders for one Dutch ton of herring and a stuiver for a 
tankard of beer. To note, there are 20 stuivers in one guilder. 
Many people were bankrupted when the bust came in 1637, 
when prices plummeted and many of those costly unsold 
tulip bulbs were rotting away or eaten by mice when stored. 
To quote one traveler, Monsieur de Blainville, who visited 
Holland at that time: They were possessed with such a Rage 
or, to give it its proper Name, such an itching for their 
Flowers, as to give often three thousand Crowns, for a Tulip 
that pleased their fancies; a Disease that ruined several rich 
Families'. 

At present we can enjoy those colourful tulip-fields in the 
Netherlands, and the fabulous 'Keukenhof flower-display, 
attracting many thousands of tourists from all over the 
world; not to forget the magnificent 'Corso' in early May 
each year, where a kilometer long display of flower 
decorated trucks slowly progress on their 25 kilometer tour 
from Noordwijk to Haarlem. This article again is an 
example of those enterprising Dutch, who create success, 
wealth and respect from all nations around the world, often 
against all odds.
